ALERT team closes 
drug house near 
Alberta Avenue 

A home just off Alberta 
Avenue that police have 
been called to more than 
100 times, including a 2012 
drive-by shooting, has been 
closed by officers with the 
Alberta Law Enforcement 
Review Team. 

A community safety 
order was used to close 
the home at 12033 - 90 
Street for the next 90 days. 
Chip Sawchulc, the team’s 
manager, said they had a 
lengthy investigation into 
the property and deter¬ 
mined it was a problem. 

He said they’re relieved 
to be able to stop the drug 
activity, because it was caus¬ 
ing problems and is just 
steps away from a school. 

“This is a huge, huge 
victoiy for this community, 
because they have been 
suffering with living around 
the drugs and the drug 
trafficking for an extended 
period of time,” he said. 

Margaret Larsen, who 
lives nearby, said the com¬ 
munity is slowly improving 
and she’s glad police are 
intervening before some 
thing serious happens. 

“In the past we have had 
problem houses and they’re 
disappearing and so that’s 
good,” she said. “You don’t 
ever want anything really 
serious to happen, because 
you never know who might 
get hurt.”

Charges laid after cat mutilated, burned 


A beloved family pet of 
15-years is dead after two 
adults and one teen from 
the Mill Woods area alleged¬ 
ly stabbed and mutilated 
the animal, before setting it 
on fire. 

A resident walking 
through Mill Creek Ravine 
notified Edmonton fire¬ 
fighters and police on Feb. 
13 after they witnessed a 
small fire burning in the 
bush. 


When firefighters ar¬ 
rived they discovered the 
remains of a mutilated cat, 
bloody scissors and an ani¬ 
mal crate nearby. 

Three males — Zachary 
Allen McKinnon, 18, Wen¬ 
dell Mack Mah, 18, and a 
14-year-old — were all lo¬ 
cated nearby, with the help 
of the Air-1 helicopter, and 
arrested. 

According to police, the 
trio is alleged to have stolen 


a family pet from the home 
of someone they knew be¬ 
fore stabbing the cat to 
death in the ravine. 

“From what officers have 
told me (the teens) appear 
to be very remorseful,” said 
EPS spokesperson Scott Pat- 
tison, adding the family of 
the cat is traumatized by 
the experience. 

“This is a 15-year family 
pet, older animal, very do¬ 
cile animal,” Pattison said 


Thursday. 

He added that it’s ex¬ 
tremely upsetting that 
anyone would inflict so 
much pain on a vulnerable 
animal, but it’s being con¬ 
sidered a random act. 

“Certainly the age of the 
perpetrators is extremely 
troublesome,” he added. 

All of the accused have 
been charged with animal 
cruelty.

City turns to social media

City officials are hoping tweets 
and Faceboolc posts will push 
the province and federal gov¬ 
ernment to secure funding for 
Edmonton’s Valley Line LRT. 

The new social media cam¬ 
paign encourages Edmonton¬ 
ians to show their support in 
140 characters or less using the 
#yeg4LRT hashtag. 

“We hope it’s going to be 
noted by decision-makers and 
the province,” said Mayor Don 
Iveson. 

A video with the mayor 
chatting up transit users about 
why they’d like to see the LRT 
expanded was released Thurs¬ 
day as part of the campaign. 

There are expected to be fur¬ 
ther updates to the campaign, 
according to the mayor, who 
said the campaign is ongoing. 



“This campaign will last as 
long as it needs to in order to 
get the outcomes we’re looking 
for, for LRT funding.”

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Better planning co-operation 
needed to address school growth

An Edmonton public-school 
executive said the city, prov¬ 
ince and local school boards 
need to come up with a bet¬ 
ter plan to provide services 
to the city’s growing neigh¬ 
bourhoods. 

After EPSB released new 
boundary restrictions to 11 
of its most packed schools, 
EPSB’s managing director 
Lome Parker noted there’s 
a disconnect between the 
city’s rate of development 
and the development of ser¬ 
vices, including schools, into 
those new neighbourhoods. 

“Looking forward, my ob¬ 
servation would be we need 
to design a process whereby 
the provision of services is 
considered and committed 
to during the development 
phase,” said Parker. 

Each year EPSB puts 
together its capital plan 
naming the schools and 
modernizations it needs to 


serve students. 

With 17 projects listed 
on the most recent capital 
plan, Parker said the prov¬ 
ince agreed to build three 
schools. 

“There’s an opportun¬ 
ity for all parties to look at 
how we provide services in 
new neighbourhoods going 
forward. It does require us to 
think differently,” he added. 

At a Wednesday press con¬ 
ference in Calgary, Education 
Minister Jeff Johnson noted 
EPSB has 47 schools under 
50 per cent capacity and said 
it was the school board’s 
responsibility to make deci¬ 
sions on how it deals with 
capacity concerns. 

“When (we) have limit(ed) 
resources, we’ve got to put 
them to where the high 
growth is, where we don’t 
have the capacity,” Johnson 
said. 

A spokesperson for the 
Education Department add¬ 
ed the government has to 
look at each school board’s 
capital plan through a prov¬ 
incial perspective. 

“We provide funding for 
the school board but they 
are responsible for really de¬ 
termining the needs in their 
own jurisdiction and their 
top priorities,” said com¬ 
munications director Leanne 
Nibloclc.

Continued 
growth in 
southwest 

Crowded schools in the 
city’s southwest will have 
more and more homes 
around them in the years 
ahead, according to the City 
of Edmonton. 

The pubhc school board 
changed boundaries and 
took other steps to ease 
overcrowding this week in 
several southwest Edmon¬ 
ton schools. 

Scott Mackie, the city’s 
manager of current plan¬ 
ning, said new development 
will continue to expand in 
the area in the years ahead. 

“The southwest part of 
the city is one of the fastest 
growing parts of the city 
and certainly we are seeing 
growth right down to the 
south city limits,” he said. 

Mackie said until 
recently, the southwest was 
one of the last areas in the 
city with land for major 
housing developments, but 
it’s now all planned and 
construction is underway.

$43,000. 

Commonly referred to as 
the date-rape drug, gamma- 
hydroxybutyrate (GHB) has 
become a popular rave drug 
and is usually sold by the 
bottle cap. 

EPS STAT member Sgt. Bill 
Krull said the recent bust was 
a significant amount of GHB 
taken off the streets. 

“Any time you have any 
type of illegal substance out 
there where you see an in¬ 
crease of it, absolutely it’s 
concerning,” he said.

Buyer beware. It’s all

After local RCMP confiscated 
574 grams of candies laced 
with tetrahydrocannabinol — 
commonly known as THC — 
last month, RCMP Sgt. Lome 
Adamitz is calling the bust 
troubling. 

“This is a significant size 
of seizure,” said Adamitz, 
who expects to see more THC 
products on city streets. 

“We have seen THC can¬ 
dies in the past, but veiy, veiy 


sporadic,” he added. 

According to Adamitz, the 
problem with the rebranding 
of marijuana into candies is 
that it’s unclear what else has 
been included in the batch. 

“Once you’re able to intro¬ 
duce chemicals, you can 
basically introduce anything 
into these candies and pass 
them off as THC candies,” 
Adamitz said, noting the 
potency of THC candies can 
often be veiy strong. 

Jean-Marc Chamberland, 
an employee at the Healing 
Tree dispensaiy in Vancouver 
where the THC candies are 
legally sold to approved users, 
enjoys chewing on the sweet 
treats while he’s at work. 

“It’s all about finding what 
works for you,” said Cham¬ 
berland, who opts for the can¬ 
dies because he can’t smoke

Tom McGeachy, Tim Pedriclc 
and Kevin Barabash are com¬ 
petitors in the signage busi¬ 
ness but Wednesday after¬ 
noon were chumming it up 
over wings and beer inside 
the Mercer Tavern on 104th 
Street. 

What’s brought them 
together is just outside. 

Clipped to a Telus utility 
building, eight neon signs will 

— for the first time in decades 

— glow in pink, blue, crimson 
and violet at 7 p.m. today. 

The Neon Sign Museum 
was thought up by Edmonton 
heritage planner David Holds- 
worth, who in 2002 saved a 
vintage Canadian Furniture 
sign on 97th Street from the 
scrap yard. He stored it in the 
city’s artifacts centre without 
a plan. Word got out to other 
business owners, and the col¬ 
lection grew until archivists 
pressured him to clear his 
trove. 

Still, it would take six more 
years from the museum’s in¬ 
ception in 2008 to Friday’s 


opening. Holdsworth didn’t 
just need buy-in from a build¬ 
ing owner, he also needed ex¬ 
perts who could repair neon 
signs — which have been in 
decline since the advent of 
LED — for free. 

Then VP of the Alberta Sign 
Association, McGeachy of New 
Look Signs was immediately 
sold on the idea. “I said, ‘Sure. 
How long could it take?”’ 

As it turned out, the Mike’s 
New Stand sign alone required 
1,000 hours. Even a relatively 
simple one that reads “Drugs” 
was a 100-hour job. 

Through the associa¬ 
tion, McGeachy and current 
president Pedriclc put a call 
out to businesses. Currently 
members are working on re¬ 
pairing four pieces, including 
one from the Georgia Baths, 
a gay bathhouse that man¬ 
aged to avoid the 1980s police 
raids. 

The $180,000 museum 
frame (the city’s only expense) 
can hold up to 30 signs, and 
the city is seeking donations. 
From the sounds of it, the 
frame could fill up. 

“Just about eveiybody who 
walks by knows where there’s 
a sign,” said Pedriclc of Hi 
Signs the Fath Group. “We’ve 


had dozens of inquiries.” 

Despite being competitors 
and the massive effort re¬ 
quired, the association mem¬ 
bers love the project. Early this 
month, two dozen sign pro¬ 
fessionals spent the weekend 
installing the signs in -20 C 
weather. 

It’s great publicity, but it’s 
also an opportunity to work 
with neon again. 

Up until 15 years ago, neon 
was an industiy standard. 
Now, making and fuelling 
neon is prohibitively expen¬ 
sive — designing the Mike’s 
New Stand’s sign would cost 
$45,000 today, they estimated. 
The expertise, the glass blow¬ 
ers and sheet-metal designers 
are increasingly rare. 

Sitting in the Mercer Tav¬ 
ern, the men begin to lament 
the creativity lost to this dying 
art. 

Says Pedriclc: “LED will 
never touch neon in its pure 
form.” 

But rumour has it the Mer¬ 
cer Tavern’s owner wants to 
honour the museum with a 
new neon sign, which im¬ 
mediately turns the chums 
back to competitors jokingly 
scowling at each other over 
the sweet gig.

Government defends P3 
school construction 


The Alberta government in¬ 
sists recently announced 
schools will open on time and 
on budget, despite an internal 
report that raised questions 
about the P3 process for build¬ 
ing them. 

Last year the government 
received just one bid for a pro¬ 
posed public private partner¬ 
ship (P3) last year to build 19 
schools and for a review to de¬ 
termine why there was so little 
interest. 

The Alberta Federation of 
Labour (AFL) released that re¬ 
view this week after obtaining 
it through the Freedom of 
Information and Privacy Act 
(FOIP). The report identifies the 
low margins and high costs as

some of the reasons construc¬ 
tion companies passed on bid- 
ding. 

Parker Hogan, a spokes¬ 
person for the Minister of Infra¬ 
structure, said the low margins 
are a sign taxpayers are getting 
good value. 

“That says the Alberta gov¬ 
ernment has gotten so good at 
pricing these things that the 
contractors can’t make a big 
enough profit,” he said. 

He said the government still 
believes P3s make sense, but it 
doesn’t mean they will be used 
in eveiy case. 

“We will continue to look at 
it where it makes sense, both 
from a building perspective and 
a taxpayer expense,” he said. 

Metro contacted both lo¬ 
cal school board chairs who 
said they’re still confident the 
schools the government has 
promised will open on time. 

AFL president Gil McGowan 
said instead of seeing the prob¬ 
lem with P3s the government 
will add to them.

Churchill Square will be get¬ 
ting some rooms with a view 
this summer. In fact, the 
square will be getting three 
whole houses. 

As part of the Edmonton 
Arts Council’s transitoiy pub¬ 
lic art program, a group of 
University of Alberta students 
will be installing three tree- 
houses in Churchill Square 
this summer. 

Danielle Soneff, one of 


the students working on the 
project, said people will look 
at the treehouses in a lot of 
different ways, but they just 
want to start a conversation. 

“I don’t want to say what it 
is or isn’t about, because the 
overall goal is to create that 
dialogue between people,” 
she said. 

Jesse Sherburne, a profes¬ 
sor in the faculty of art and 
design, is helping to oversee 
the project and said he sees 
the chance to talk about 
sprawl and urban design in 
the art. 

“It’s really looking at 
issues around urban sprawl 


and some of our interaction 
with the urban downtown,” 
he said. 

The houses won’t be ac¬ 
cessible and they won’t have 
rope ladders or secret en¬ 
trances, but will be replicas of 
some of the commonly used 
home designs in Edmonton. 

Soneff said they wanted to 
do the installation in Church¬ 
ill Square because it’s such a 
central gathering spot for the 
city. 

“Our collective is called 
Threshold, so we were really 
exploring this idea about 
people’s relationship with 
their public spaces,” she said.

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Trudeau tells convention he’s not 
interested in ‘politics of division’ 


‘We are here to hope.’ 

Liberal leader decries 
partisanship of other 
parties, says they want 
‘to see who can make 
Canadians angrier' 


Justin Trudeau cast himself 
Thursday as a purveyor of 
hope and economic growth as 
he opened his first national 
Liberal convention since be¬ 
ing crowned leader last April. 

He positioned himself in 
contrast to what he termed 
“the politics of division,” 
which he maintained is 
practised by Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper, NDP Leader 
Tom Mulcair and Parti Quebe- 
cois Premier Pauline Marois. 

“My friends, I have no in¬ 
terest in joining Mr. Harper 
and Mr. Mulcair in a compe¬ 
tition to see who can make 


Canadians angrier,” he told 
some 3,000 delegates. 

“We are here to hope. We 
are here to work hard. We are 
here to build. We are here to 
put together the team and 
the plan to make this country 
better.” 

That said, Trudeau was 
not above taking shots at his 
rivals, particularly Harper, 
whom he accused of creating 
the environment in which in¬ 
tolerance thrives, as demon¬ 
strated by the popularity of 
the PQ’s controversial charter 
of Quebec values, which bans 
public servants from wearing 
prominent religious symbols. 

Under Harper, Trudeau 
said incomes of middle class 
Canadians have stagnated, 
household debt has skyrock¬ 
eted and the gap between 
rich and poor has widened. 
And that, he said, has created 
an environment in which in¬ 
tolerance thrives.

Austerity. Tight budgets 
making military sharing 
‘a model for the future’ 


Britain’s top militaiy com¬ 
mander says leaner defence 
budgets are here to stay and 
allied nations will likely find 
themselves sharing resources 
in ways they may not have 
done in the past. 

Much like his Canadian 
counterpart, Gen. Sir Nick 
Houghton has been grappling 
with drastic budget cuts that 
will see the size of the British 
regular force reduced by 20,000 
over the next six years. 

Most of the cuts will affect 
the army, but the Royal Navy 
and Royal Air Force will also 
feel the pain. At the same time, 
Britain will increase the size of 
its reserves. 

The Harper government’s 
most recent budget left the 
Canadian militaiy’s bot¬ 
tom line alone, but shifted 
$3.1 billion of capital spending 
off to some time in the future. 
National Defence has already 
been through recent cuts that 
took upwards of $2.1 billion 
out of an annual $20-billion ap¬ 
propriation. 

At the moment, Canada 
has not moved to cut the size 
of either its regular or reserve 
force. 

The Pentagon, too, has faced 
cuts through sequestration 


when U.S. lawmakers failed to 
agree on how to tackle Wash¬ 
ington’s tide of red ink. 

“I sense that austerity will 
be an enduring factor, not just 
a passing one,” Houghton said 
in an interview Thursday dur¬ 
ing the Conference of Defence 
Associations annual forum in 
Ottawa. 

Defence analysts have 
echoed that thought, sug¬ 
gesting that in order to finance 
costly election promises as the 
2015 campaign draws near, the 
Harper government will not be 
restoring earlier militaiy fund¬ 
ing levels any time soon. 

The circumstances are dif¬ 
ferent in London, where the 
Ministiy of Defence oversees a 
larger force, one replete with 
expensive aircraft carriers and 
nuclear submarines. 

The reality of smaller de¬ 
fence budgets means that in¬ 
stead of each nation having 
eveiything it needs for inter¬ 
national missions, countries 
will be forced to share resour¬ 
ces, such as drones, aircraft and 
transports. 

“Our ability to genuinely 
get into partnerships that pool 
and share capability should be 
a model for the future,” Hough¬ 
ton said. THE CANADIAN PRESS

New indictments 
forMountiesin 
Taser perjury case 

New indictments have 
been filed against two 
Mounties accused of per¬ 
jury at a public inquiiy 
into Robert Dzielcanslci’s 
death, adding an al¬ 
legation the officers lied 
when they testified that 
they hadn’t talked about 
what happened after his 
death. 

Dzielcanslci, who was 
immigrating to Canada 
from Poland, died on

Ukraine’s 


Fierce clashes. Medic 
says scores killed and 
hundreds wounded in 
Kyiv’s deadliest day yet 


Protesters tossed firebombs and 
advanced on police lines Thurs¬ 
day in Ukraine’s embattled cap¬ 
ital. Government snipers shot 
back, killing at least 70 people 
and wounding hundreds of 
others, according to medic Dr. 
Oleh Musiy. 

Video footage on Ukrainian 
television showed shocking 
scenes Thursday of protesters 
being cut down by gunfire, 
lying on the pavement as com¬ 
rades rushed to their aid. Try¬ 
ing to protect themselves with 
shields, teams of protesters car¬ 
ried bodies away on sheets of 
plastic or planks of wood. 

“The price of freedom is too 
high but Ukrainians are pay¬ 
ing it,” said Viktor Danilyulc, a 
30-year-old protester. “We have 
no choice, the government isn’t 
hearing us.” 


Protesters were also seen 
leading policemen with their 
hands held high around the 
sprawling protest camp in 
central Kyiv. Ukraine’s Interior 
Ministry says 67 police were 
captured in all. 

President Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych and the opposition pro¬ 
testers who are demanding 
his resignation are locked in 
an epic battle over the identity 
of Ukraine, a nation of 46 mil¬ 
lion that has divided loyalties 
between Russia and the West. 
Parts of the country — mostly 
in its western cities — are in 
open revolt against Yanuko¬ 
vych’s central government, 
while many in eastern Ukraine 
back the president and favour 
strong ties with Russia, their 
former Soviet ruler. 

Protesters across the coun¬ 
try are also upset over corrup¬ 
tion in Ukraine, the lack of 
democratic rights and the coun¬ 
try’s ailing economy, which just 
barely avoided bankruptcy with 
a $15 billion loan from Russia. 

At least 101 people have

White House: No military action 


The White House expressed 
renewed outrage over the 
continuing deadly violence 
in Ukraine, and Secretaiy 
of State John Keriy late 
Thursday said the U.S. has 
started “implementing sanc¬ 
tions through travel bans on 
Ukrainians responsible for 
the violence.” 

The White House said 
Vice President Joe Biden, 
the Obama administration’s 


prime contact with President 
Viktor Yanukovych in recent 
days, spoke to the Ukrainian 
leader by telephone Thursday 
afternoon and made clear 
that the U.S. is prepared to 
sanction officials responsible 
for the violence. 

In Brussels, the 28-nation 
European Union decided 
Thursday in an emergency 
meeting to impose sanctions 
against those behind the vio¬ 


lence, including a travel ban 
and an asset freeze against 
some Ukrainian officials. 

The White House has 
urged Yanukovych to with¬ 
draw forces from downtown 
Kyiv immediately. 

Military action by the U.S. 
is not among the options 
being considered, deputy 
spokesman Josh Earnest told 
reporters.

Oilsands chemicals hit Athabasca 
River: Environment Canada study 



Tailings ponds 
seepage. Research 
tracks toxic substances 
back to tarsands 


New federal research strongly 
backs suspicions that toxic 
chemicals from Alberta’s oil- 
sands tailings ponds are leach¬ 
ing into groundwater and seep¬ 
ing into the Athabasca River. 

Leakage from oilsands tail¬ 
ings ponds, which now cover 
176 square kilometres, has 
long been an issue. Industry 
has acknowledged that seep¬ 
age can occur and previous 
studies have estimated it at 
6.5 million litres a day from a 
single pond. 

The soil around the de¬ 
velopments contains many 
chemicals from naturally oc¬ 
curring bitumen deposits and 
scientists have never been able 
to separate them from contam¬ 
inants released by industry. 


The current Environment 
Canada study, accepted for 
publication in the journal 
Environmental Science and 


Technology, used new technol¬ 
ogy to discover that the mix 
of chemicals is slightly differ¬ 
ent between the two sources. 


That discoveiy, made using 
a $1.6-million piece of equip¬ 
ment purchased in 2010 to 
help answer such questions, 


allows scientists to actually 
fingerprint chemicals and 
trace them back to where they 
came from, the Canadian press 


Tracing groundwater 


Here’s how Environment 
Canada did its study: 


• Scientists took 20 ground- 
water samples at least one 
kilometre up- and down¬ 
stream from development. 


• They took seven samples 

from within 200 metres 
and directly from two tail¬ 
ings ponds. 


• Their focus was on so- 
called acid-extractable 
organics, which include a 
family of chemicals called 
naphthenic acids. 


• Those toxins were found 
in groundwater near and 
far from development. 

But their composition was 
different nearer the mines, 
closer to that found in the 
water from the ponds. 
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U.S. drone strike may have killed 
at least 12 civilians, report says 



Yemen. U.S. officials 
claim those killed were 
members of al-Qaida 


A U.S. military drone strike 
in Yemen in December may 
have killed up to a dozen 
civilians on their way to a 
wedding and injured others, 
including the bride, a human 
rights group says. U.S. offi¬ 
cials say only members of al- 
Qaida were killed, but they 
have refused to make public 
the details of two U.S. inves¬ 
tigations into the incident. 

Human Rights Watch re¬ 
leased a report on the drone 
strike Thursday, citing inter¬ 
views with eight witnesses 
and relatives of the dead as 
well as Yemeni officials. The 
report said four Hellfire mis¬ 
siles were fired at a wedding 
procession of 11 vehicles on 
Dec. 12, 2013, in Radda in 


southern Yemen, killing at 
least 12 men and wounding 
at least 15 others, six of them 
seriously. 


The report said the pro¬ 
cession “may have included 
members” of Yemen’s al- 
Qaida in the Arabian Penin¬ 


sula, “although it is not clear 
who they were or what was 
their fate.” Family members 
and survivors say all those 


hit were civilians. Yemeni 
officials told Human Rights 
Watch that most were mil¬ 
itants. 

“We asked both the Yem¬ 
eni and the U.S. authorities 
to tell us which of the dead 
and wounded were members 
of militant groups and which 
if any were civilians,” said 
report author Letta Tayler, 
a senior terrorism and 
counterterrorism researcher 
at Human Rights Watch. 
“They did not reply to this 
question.” 

She added: “While we 
do not rule out the possibil¬ 
ity that AQAP fighters were 
killed and wounded in this 
strike, we also do not rule 
out the possibility that all 
of those killed and wounded 
were civilians.” 

The New York-based 
group called on the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment to investigate and 
make the findings public.

U.S. officials’ response 


Three U.S. officials said the 
U.S. government did inves¬ 
tigate the December strike 
— twice — and concluded 
that only members of al- 
Qaida were killed in the 
three vehicles that were hit. 


• The officials say the 
Pentagon can't release 
details because both the 
U.S. military and the CIA 
fly drones over Yemen. 
By statute, the military 
strikes can be acknow¬ 
ledged, but the CIA 
operations cannot.

It didn’t take long for the 
baby opossum to escape my 
grip. 

About the size of my palm, 
it quickly made its way off my 
hand, around my shirt and 
onto the couch. After hours 
of researching the marsupial, 
I guess I never realized how 
quick they would be. Or how 
agile. 

I didn’t expect to find my¬ 
self at an opossum breeder’s 
house on a Sunday morning, 
chatting about cockroach 
lunches and ferret pellets. But 
there I was, watching a full- 
grown opossum cuddle with 
its owner. He looked down¬ 
right adorable. 

Scouring the web 

My journey may have ended 
at a breeder’s an hour away 
from Toronto, but it began 
on Kijiji. My goal was to go 
through the same steps a 
prospective exotic pet owner 
might before finding that per¬ 
fect critter. And for me, that 
started online. 

On Kijiji, lurking in the 
“other pets” section, I found 


a wealth of exotic animals 
— hedgehogs, Bengal cats 
and pythons, all just a click 
away. After a bit of Googling, 
I settled on a Brazilian, short¬ 
tailed opossum. And then I 
looked up Toronto’s animal 
bylaws. 

Opossums, it turns out, are 
in the prohibited animals list, 
right in between kangaroos 
and wallabies. 

“Part of the reason for the 
exotic animal bylaw is these 
animals need quite a lot of 
specialized care,” said Maiy 
Lou Leiher of Toronto Animal 
Services. “Opossums, they’re 
still wild animals. They’re 
just being socialized.... That 
doesn’t make them domesti¬ 
cated. Wild animals have dif¬ 
ferent brain chemistiy and 
should be left in the wild.” 

If I’m caught with an opos-

sum, animal services would 
tiy to get me to give up my 
pet voluntarily. Otherwise, I 
could get charged and saddled 
with a fine as high as $5,000. 

Providing the essentials 

Trying to keep my opos¬ 
sum obsession on the down 
low, I started looking at care 
options. The breeder sug¬ 
gested using a plastic stor¬ 
age container with mesh on 
top where the lid would be 
instead of a cage. The opos¬ 
sum’s diet would be a little bit 
more complicated. Opossums 


need lots of variety, including 
ferret food, insects and baby 
food. 

My next step was to talk to 
someone with experience. Ri¬ 
chard Johnstone is an exotic 
animal science instructor at 
Sheridan College in Toronto. 
When living in Australia, 
Johnstone took in a baby pos¬ 
sum (not to be confused with 
the North American opos¬ 
sum). 

“It was delightful. I would 
bring home all kinds of euca¬ 
lyptus. She’d sit on the back 
of the couch and chew them. 


She was quite sweet,” he said. 

But when the possum got 
to adulthood, Johnstone re¬ 
leased her. According to the 
instructor, mature possums 
can get aggressive when 
their hormones kick in. 

Finding a vet 

Armed with information, a 
hypothetical storage contain¬ 
er and lots of cockroaches 
(also hypothetical), my last 
step was to find a vet. 
Which proved to be my 
downfall. 


The Links Road Animal 
Clinic in Toronto treats all 
kinds of exotic animals. But 
Dr. Evan Mavromatis hasn’t 
seen many opossums. 

“They’re actually illegal,” 
he was quick to tell me. Sure, 
he would treat my opossum 
in an emergency, but then 
he’d inform me of the Toron¬ 
to bylaws and recommend 
I take the pet to an animal 
rehab. 

Still, if not for animal by¬ 
laws, I think I’d enjoy owning 
a cuddly, agile marsupial. You 
know, hypothetically speak¬ 
ing. 



Day 3 : Exotic pets in Canada

Planet’s Top 10 Peculiar 
Pets list was none other 
than the Madagascar hissing 
cockroach (which produces a 
hissing sound when air travels 
through respiratory openings 
on the abdomen). These roach¬ 
es could make ideal pets for 
those living in small dwell! 
as the creatures only need 
enclosure with places to 
hide and sticks to climb. 

They’re also suitable for 
exotic-animal owners who are on a 
budget. The insects eat fresh vegetables 
with dry pellet food that’s high in protein, metro

You become responsible for¬ 
ever, for what you have tamed. 

That quote from French 
writer Antoine de Saint- 
Exupery has become a mantra 
for exotic pet owners, but a 
dedicated Internet commun¬ 
ity is happy to help newbies 
shoulder that responsibility. 

“Sadly, there are quite a 
few people who do not get the 
support they need,” says Ash 
Whatcott, a forum moderator 
for Sybil’s Den, a rich resource 
for new and prospective 
owners. “Rehoming an exotic 
animal is not easy and they 
can become veiy stressed.” 

A stressed animal makes 
for an unhappy pet, and an 
unhappy pet can be a destruc¬ 
tive force, overwhelming new 
owners who worry they may 
have bitten off more than they 


can chew and marking a point 
where a helpful community 
becomes invaluable. 

According to Whatcott, 
animals that spend their 
early days sharing a home 
are unlikely to find a hap¬ 
pier habitat after proving too 
much for their owners. Many 


end up in hands-off sanctuar¬ 
ies, which can be difficult for 
animals used to human con¬ 
tact. Others can end up being 
euthanized. 

Whatcott herself was 
among the potentially over¬ 
whelmed owners after first 
adopting her red fox, Fable.

Foxes are notoriously ener¬ 
getic and clever, traits that 
can get out of hand for an 
unprepared owner. Wrestling 
with red fox red tape such as 
securing the proper permits 
can also be daunting. 

And though the help pro¬ 
vided at Sybil’s Den was a 
huge assist in the early days, 
the window for potential com¬ 
plications stays open. 

“This past fall, I ran into 
difficulties when Fable’s 
temperament unexpectedly 
changed,” says Whatcott. “By 
speaking with other members 
I learned what to do to correct 
the situation and now Fable is 
back to his playful, loving self. 

“If not for the community, 
I’m not sure I ever would have 
seen that cute little white- 
tipped tail wag again.”

Which famous guy owned an anteater? 


From slithering serpents to 
creepy crawlies, Valerie Wil¬ 
liams’ vast array of cold-blood¬ 
ed pets would make even the 
bravest person cringe. 
But Williams wasn’t nick¬ 
named the Snake Lady for 
nothing. 

Turning 80 this March, 
she has been all over Ontario 
educating adults and ldds about 
reptiles, amphibians and insects 
since 1969. “A lot of people are 
scared of cold-blooded animals 
and often overlook how import¬ 
ant they are,” said Williams, 
who lives in London, Ont.. 

In eveiy presentation, she 
likes reminding her audience 
about how useful these crea¬ 
tures are in the wild as they 
perform essential tasks like 
breaking down plant material 
to make new soil. 

Williams’ fascination for 
cold-blooded animals started 
when she was a young girl in 
her native England. At four 
years old, she was given her 
first pet snake. “My dad was 
an environmentalist and he’ll 
just give me pets to take care 
of so I really appreciated them 
early on and was never really 
scared,” she said. 

Several decades after, Wil¬ 


liams’ interest has shown no 
signs of waning. She now keeps

Beginning of the end of 
door mail delivery starts 


Some Calgary areas, Fort McMurray hit 


Hey, Albertans. Bid 

adieu to your postie, as 
ll centres kick off move 
to community boxes 


Eleven centres will start col¬ 
lecting mail at community 
boxes this fall as Canada Post 
begins its move to end door-to- 
door deliveiy 

It’s the first stage of a five- 
year plan announced in De¬ 
cember and will involve about 
100,000 addresses. 

Canada Post says that in 
large cities during this phase, 
only a few neighbourhoods will 
be affected, and deliveiy will 
continue to businesses. 


In the smaller municipal¬ 
ities, nearly all households and 
a higher proportion of busi¬ 
nesses will move to community 
mailboxes. 

Canada Post says these 
neighbourhoods are near areas 
that already have community 
mailboxes, so the infrastruc¬ 
ture is already in place. 

The Crown corporation 
will ask for feedback about the 
change for use as the program 
moves to other communities. 

The national mail service 
says rising costs and falling 
mail volumes have made it 
impossible to continue its trad¬ 
itional operations. 

It says only about one-third 
of Canadians are still getting 
home deliveiy the Canadian press

Richard: Mark, the spirit 
of Steve Reeves lives on. If 
you aren’t familiar with Mr. 
Reeves’ oeuvre, he was Her¬ 
cules before Kevin Sorbo, a 
legend of beefcake histor¬ 
ical drama movies. His mov¬ 
ies were all about bulging 
muscles, swinging swords 
and damsels in revealing 
togas. Which brings me to 
the spiritual cousin to the 
Reeves movies — Pompeii — 
which adds spewing lava, but 
not much else to the sword 
and sandal genre. Physically, 


Jason Statham sound-a-lilce 
Harrington is up to the heroic 
Reeves role but is slowed 
down by the thick layer of 
molten cheese that covers al¬ 
most eveiy frame of this film. 

Mark: Richard, the movie re¬ 
minded me of Titanic, but not 
in a good way. It’s 90 minutes 
of derivative and irrelevant 
narrative, a love story be¬ 
tween an upper class woman 
and a commoner, followed by 
a half hour of the special ef¬ 
fects you came to see in the 
first place. Harrington is fine, 
but it doesn’t matter. The 
real star is the volcano, and 
unfortunately, it has the best 
lines. The gladiator plotline 
is inferior to other films in 
the same genre, although I 
thought the 20 slaves versus 


20 centurions scene was han¬ 
dled with great verve. 

RC: It does take too long for 
Mount Vesuvius to blow its 
top — complete with flying 
lava meteorites — and when 
it does, the special effects 
aren’t quite as spectacular 
as you might hope from a 
CGI extravaganza. On top of 
that is muddy-loolcing 3D. 
The film overall is dark as 
though the whole thing was 
shot through a cloud of vol¬ 
canic ash. Having said that, I 
didn’t think the volcano had 
all the best lines. I got a kick 
out of a prison guard loudly 
waking up the jailed gladi¬ 
ators by shouting, “Wake 
up, scum!” 

MB: Oh. I thought he was 


shouting that to the audience. 
And poor Kiefer Sutherland, 
given a cardboard role in a 
papier-mache film. I kept ex¬ 
pecting him to look at the 
volcano and shout, “We’re 
running out of time!” What I 
think I would have liked was 
a drama that showed a cross 
section of Pompeii life all too 
tragically snuffed out by the 
erupting volcano. But maybe 
that would have been Pomp¬ 
ous. 

RC: Ha! I felt that when slave 
trader Graecus said, “You 
dragged me from a perfectly 
good brothel for this?” he was 
speaking directly to me. 

MB: Unfortunately the movie 
didn’t speak to me in any way, 
shape or form.

Amber Heard has a ball play¬ 
ing Vivi, the trigger-happy, 
unsympathetic boss to Kevin 
Costner’s retirement-age 
operative in 3 Days to Kill. 
Vivi is all deadpan one- 
liners, stilettos and gun-play, 
something right out of the 
imagination of Luc Besson. 
Which makes sense, since the 
French filmmaker conceived 
of the story and co-wrote the 
script. But Heard’s character’s 
high-ranking position in the 
CIA came as something of a 
surprise to the actress, as it’s 
something she didn’t find out 
about until after she’d fin¬ 
ished filming. 


This doesn’t seem too bad, as 
far as work goes. 

I’ll tell you what isn’t bad: 
Driving through the streets 
of Paris, shooting a gun out 
of the window while Kevin 
Costner tries to steer for you, 
or getting in a fist fight with 
a stripper in front of [direc¬ 
tor] McG’s cameras. I had 


this incredible heightened 
reality that I had to exist 
in — I’m basically in a latex 
suit, full corset, a gun on my 
hip, shooting another gun 
with my free hand, wearing 
a platinum blonde wig and 
red lipstick, and this is right 
before I jump out of the car 
and assassinate a gangster. I 


look over and I see the Arc de 
Triomphe or the Eiffel Tower 
and I’m in a gunfight — it 
was a very interesting way to 
see Paris that I didn’t quite 
get from the tour bus. 

Your character is in a very 
Luc Besson world, which just 
seems like a fun place to be. 


Hayden Christensen says it 
was “quite the adventure” 
filming the period piece 
Outcast in China — an ex¬ 
perience that was height¬ 
ened by his co-star Nicolas 
Cage. 

The Vancouver-born ac¬ 
tor of Star Wars fame said 
he was in and around Bei¬ 
jing for nearly four months 
shooting the action movie, 
which is set in the 12th cen¬ 
tury. 

“We were filming out in 
the rural countryside for 
the most part and some 
incredible environments. 
And then working with 
Nic Cage was a real treat,” 
Christensen said in a recent 
phone interview. 

“He’s everything that 
you expect and more. A 
super, super nice guy and 
one of the most profession¬ 
al actors I’ve ever gotten to 
work with.” 

Christensen said that he 
and Cage portray knights 
from the Crusades in the 
film. When the Canadian 
star first crossed paths with 
the Oscar winner. Cage 
already appeared well on 
his way towards being im¬ 
mersed in his on-screen 


Yeah, that was straight out 
of Luc Besson’s head. There’s 
something very liberating 
about playing a character 
that has no respect for the 
rules and the physical laws 
and the social norms that the 
rest of us are bound by. McG 
is a lot like Vivi in the fact 
that he’s not really bound by 


role. 

“First time I met him, he 
was full on in character and 
didn’t break character for 
the first couple of weeks,” 
Christensen recalled. “He 
did a full-on English accent, 
he had like this wound on 
one eye, so he was walking 
around with one eye shut 
all of the time.... 

“(He’s) just a very dedi¬ 
cated guy. Showed up, he 
knew all of his lines for 
the entire movie before we 
started filming. Just incred¬ 
ibly prepared, and it was 
really cool to get to work 
with him because I was a 
fan.” 

The 32-year-old — who 
has starred in films includ¬ 
ing Shattered Glass, Jump¬ 
er and Awake — appears 
poised for a return to the 
big screen. In addition to 
shooting the recent project 
with Cage, he is set to ap¬ 
pear alongside yet another 
Oscar winner, joining Ad¬ 
rien Brody in American 
Heist. 

Filmed in New Orleans, 
Christensen said the pair 
portray brothers who get 
caught up with the wrong 
crowd and “decide it’s a 


the same standards or stereo¬ 
types or rules or expectations 
that other people are.

With a number of Biblical- 
themed films slated for release 
in 2014, religious films are 
back in vogue a decade after 
Mel Gibson’s The Passion of 
the Christ earned $611 million 
and became the highest gross¬ 
ing non-English language film 
of all time. 

In a time when religion is 
on the wane in North Amer¬ 
ica, religious movies seem to 
still have box office draw and 
studios are readily throwing 
money behind them. John 
Pungente, director of the Jesuit 
Communication Project in To¬ 
ronto, says studios continue to 


make them for one big reason. 
“Money. Studios are taking a 
leap of faith that films with re¬ 
ligious figures as super heroes 
who save the world will bring 
in big money like The Passion 
of the Christ.” 

Last year’s most watched 
TV cable miniseries, The Bible, 
from devout Christians Roma 
Downey and Mark Burnett, 
averaged 11.4 million viewers 
per episode and became the 
top-selling DVD miniseries ever 
— 525,000 copies were sold in 
the first week. Burnett made 
the series over strenuous objec¬ 
tions in Hollywood. 

Downey and Burnett’s fea¬ 
ture film on the life of Christ, 
Son of God is in theatres next 
week and Darren Aronofsky’s 
Noah with Russell Crowe and 
Exodus, Ridley Scott’s biblical 
epic starring Christian Bale as 
Moses are also due out this year.

Burnett, best known for his 
pioneering work in reality TV, 
says producing religious con¬ 
tent is more than just a money 
maker. 

“This is for billions of people 
the most important stoiy in 
their fives,” he says. 

Religious films have been 
eveiything from good to (ex¬ 
cuse the pun) God-awful. 

They also often polarize 
audiences, inspiring protests, 
boycotts and heated debate. 
Consider the graphic torture 



scenes in The Passion of the 
Christ and Willem Dafoe’s 
moment of doubt in The Last 
Temptation of Christ. 

Pungente says a good re¬ 
ligious film has certain qual¬ 
ities. “ft touches something 
inside of you, it moves you, 
if you can connect with the 
“message” of the film, find 
answers to questions you’ve 
had and find we’re more than 
we thought.” 

“We go to see movies that 
attract us because we are 


seekers, pop pilgrims. We 
are exercising, consciously 
or not, a religious sensibility, 
that engages us in the rituals 
of self- transcendence, or clas¬ 
sic spiritual enlightenment. 
It’s more than media literacy; 
it is genuine spiritual literacy 
that grows out of the pop 
culture in this mass medi¬ 
ated world.

Offscreen pals Kristian 
Nairn and Isaac 
Hempstead-Wright 
say season four will 
deliver the goods 


While the much buzzed-about 
Red Wedding episode deliv¬ 
ered a gut punch to Game of 
Thrones fans, the new season of 
the fantasy epic appears poised 
to do more of the same with 
the potential for plenty of fresh 
plot twists. 

“Some people thought that 
after the Red Wedding that 
that would be a major pinna¬ 
cle of the action,” said Kristian 
Naim, who portrays Hodor in 
the hit series during a recent 
interview in Toronto along¬ 
side co-star Isaac Hempstead- 
Wright (Bran Stark). 

“But it doesn’t let up, the ac¬ 
tion doesn’t let up, and season 
four is definitely non-stop.” 

Dressed casually in a 
hoodie, T-shirt and jeans with 
miniature tattoos of stars dot¬ 
ted above his right eye, the 
affable actor is strikingly dif¬ 
ferent than his Games charac¬ 
ter Hodor, the simple-minded 
servant for the Starks. Hodor 
becomes a tmsted companion 
to young Bran, tasked with 
carrying the boy who is para¬ 
lyzed after being pushed from 
a tower window 

The onscreen kinship be¬ 
tween Naim and Hempstead- 
Wright has translated away 
from the cameras, as the pair 
share a laugh prior to their 
interview looking on a mobile 
phone at a photo of a dog sent 
in by a fan. 


“We’re definitely close in 
real life — and we didn’t really 
have a choice not to be close. 
We were sort of forced into 
each other’s proximity. I hope 
it comes across on camera,” 
said Naim. 

“I’m veiy protective of Isaac 
— even in real life. I would like 
to think that that shows in the 
character.” 

Still, despite relishing his 
role, hoisting Hempstead- 
Wright on his back for lengthy 
shoots — often with several 


retakes — has become a bit of 
an occupational hazard for the 
six-foot-10 Naim. 

“Painful. I’ve got numerous 
back injuries because of it,” 
said Naim. “He’s literally three 
times the size he was when I 
first met him.” 

He looks at Hempstead- 
Wright: “You were four stone 
(56 pounds) when I first met 
you.” 

“I think I’m twice that now,” 
the 14-year-old replied. 

“Maybe more,” countered 


Naim. “I’ll bet more.” 

“What have you got against 
my weight?” asked Hempstead- 
Wright, teasingly. 

Naim lets out a hearty 
laugh. 

“On my back, I’ve got 
against it,” he replied, jokingly. 
“He’s definitely grown quite a 
lot.” 

For Hempstead-Wright, who 
lives in a secluded rural part of 
Kent in the U.K., he says life 
remains veiy much the same 
as when he first joined the ac-

claimed series, filming the pilot 
at age 10. Given the show’s veiy 
adult subject matter, he admits 
his mother “didn’t really want 
to watch it at all.” 

“It was a process, but in a 
sense that the violence wasn’t 
so much a problem because 
you knew that it was all fake. 
You’d be walking around with 
dead bodies on the ground and 
taking pictures of them,” he 
said. “My mum found the sex a 
bit more of a problem, and she 
just gave me equally inappro¬ 
priate talks about it all.” 

Naim said season four will 
be interesting in terms of stoiy 
arc as the duo are joined by Jo- 
jen and Meera Reed (Thomas 
Brodie-Sangster and Elbe Ken¬ 
drick) as they journey beyond 
the Wall along the northern 
border — and into potential 
danger. 

“We’re doing the complete¬ 
ly sort of illogical thing because 
everybody else is trying to run 
as far away from the north as 
possible, and we’re running 
straight into it,” said Hemp¬ 
stead-Wright. 

Neither of the stars have 
read the George R.R. Martin 
books but both are keen to read 
the scripts and admit there are 
inherent advantages to being a 
part of such a large ensemble. 

“They need to have a big 
cast and the introduction to 
new characters to counter the 
huge loss eveiy 10 minutes 


of different characters,” said 
Hempstead-Wright. 

“The characters make 
the show what it is because 
they’re rich, there’s intrigue, 
you never know what they’re 
thinking or whether they’re 
going to completely change 
tack. They interweave, and 
when you think one is com¬ 
pletely miles away, they sud¬ 
denly collide and you get this 
whole new stoiyline.”

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With new album, Stephen Malkmus 
assures us he’s ‘just busy being me’ 



Never a cliche. Jicks

When we tell Stephen Malk¬ 
mus that a lot of the songs 
on his new album with the 
Jicks, Wig Out at Jagbags, 
sound like classic rock, but 
with lyrics that are likely 
too clever for casual classic 
rock fans to embrace, we 
accidentally tap into a brief 
vein of existential angst. 

“It doesn’t last long, it 
doesn’t really give you a 
pay off, it’s like a tease, a 
tease of that kind of stuff; 
an elusive classic rock with 
no payoff,” he begins to 
consider. 

“That’s sort of what I 
feel like life is often like. 
The big payoffs, we know 
they are false and we know 
that they have already been 
done. It’s like we know 
our presidents lie and that 
there are huge losers in cap¬ 
italism, it’s part of our iden¬ 
tity in this era.” 

But Malkmus seems like 
he’s OK with this. He also 
seems fully immersed in 


this era. 

He’s been taking his 
kids, aged six and nine, to 
see concerts by pop acts like 
Maclclemore & Ryan Lewis 
and Lorde. 


“I think that’s how 
music is too,” he says about 
the false big payoffs. “I can 
get transported by a per¬ 
son’s voice occasionally and 
when it’s the right mix of 


some emotion, just luckily 
sometimes. I can feel some¬ 
thing transcendent occa¬ 
sionally, but even then I am 
kind of left just saying, ‘Oh 
hey, nice work! They pulled 


that off.’” 

If Malkmus sounds cynic¬ 
al in conversation, the con¬ 
tent on Wig Out is at the op¬ 
posite end of the spectrum. 

There’s the afore¬ 
mentioned elusive clas¬ 
sic rock sound, as well as 
sounds that are almost easy 
listening. The lyrics feel 
dashed off, but are never 
cliched. 

On Independence Street, 
one of the most classic 
roclcingest tracks, Malk¬ 
mus sings, “I don’t have the 
stomach for your brandy/I 
can hardly sip your tea/I 
don’t have no teeth left for 
your candy/I’m just busy be¬ 
ing me.” 

There’s even a nostalgic 
ode to going to see punk 
rock shows with Rumble at 
the Rainbo. It’s important 
to note that the song about 
punk rock is not actually a 
punk rock song. It’s more of 
a showy pop number. 

For as long as Malkmus 
has been writing songs, 
he’s always defied conven¬ 
tions, especially in his early 
beginnings with Pavement 
(this year historically marks 
the year that the Jicks have 
existed longer than Pave¬ 
ment). 

But one has to wonder, 
will Malkmus ever take an 
honest stab at something 
that does give the masses 
that payoff? 

“There’s no point to do¬ 


ing that for us,” he says. “I 
just kind of don’t have the 
mind for that. The thing to 
do is to make a catchphrase 
whatever it is, I Put a Spell 
on You, Daydream Believer, 
just one thing, and that’s 
kind of the song and then 
it all just flows around that. 
That’s a pop song, lyrically. 

“I think I probably could 
write one of those lines 
and keep repeating it at 
the chorus and it almost 
doesn’t even matter what 
you say, except that some 
things might be poetic in 
rare cases, or even not even 
poetic but emotional, but 
that formula just feels like 
a jingle-writer to me. 

“I have thought about 
it, I understand it, and I ap¬ 
preciate the simple genius 
of people that can do that. 
I don’t think it’s anything 
really to talk down about, 
I just don’t do it. Maybe I 
can’t do it. It doesn’t inter¬ 
est me. I like the sentiment 
of songs that do that. It en¬ 
capsulates a lot of feeling in 
a small amount of words.”

NBC News anchor Brian Wil¬ 
liams had a quick on-air re¬ 
sponse after Arsenio Hall 
needled him for excluding Hall 
from a video montage of late- 
night hosts: Oops. 

“Arsenio is a late-night vet¬ 
eran and he took us to task on 
his show and he even urged his 
audience members to call our 
newsroom,” Williams said on 
his Nightly News telecast Wed¬ 
nesday from the Winter Olym¬ 
pics in Sochi, Russia. 

“So, in apologizing to Ar¬ 
senio, we just wanted to point 
out: at least you’re in good 
company here,” Williams con¬ 
tinued, noting that the news¬ 
cast last year left New Hamp¬ 
shire off a map and on Tuesday 
misspelled Philadelphia on¬ 
screen. 

Hall’s exclusion came dur¬ 
ing what he called NBC News’ 
“Brady Bunch montage” show¬ 
ing clips of virtually eveiy late- 
night TV host, including David 
Letterman, Chelsea Handler 
and Carson Daly. 

The video was used on Mon¬ 
day’s Nightly News segment 
on The Tonight Show debut of 
Jimmy Fallon, also on NBC. 

On Tuesday’s syndicated 
The Arsenio Hall Show, the 
host was smiling but clearly 
irked as he displayed the graph¬ 
ic and called out Williams and 
journalism in general. 

“If you’re doing a stoiy 
about late-night, all I ask is that 
you mention me,” Hall said. 
“You don’t even have to use 
a photo. I know how journal¬ 
ism is these days. Use Samuel 
Jackson — it doesn’t even have 
to be my photo. Use Laurence 


Fishburne. Just mention me.” 

Hall invoked the names of 
the two actors who were in¬ 
volved in another recent media 
mishap: A TV reporter inter¬ 
viewing Jackson apparently 
confused him with Fishburne. 
Both are black. 

The late-night landscape 
is nearly all white, with a few 
exceptions including Hall and 
PBS’ Tavis Smiley. 

“There’s nobody even with a 


tan,” Hall said of the montage 
shown by NBC News. 

Hall, saying he’s the only 
current late-night host “who 
competed and survived against 
Johnny Carson,” said he had no 
grudge with his other hosts. 
Hall’s new show debuted in 
September; his original late- 
night show aired from 1989 
until 1994, when Carson host¬ 
ed Tonight.

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Family dysfunction and medical 
mayhem can Remedy your TV blues 



Canadian drama. 

Star Enrico Colantoni 
says show brings a 
different dynamic to a 
tried-and-true genre 


Family problems collide with 
hospital chaos in Global’s new 
series Remedy, a Toronto-set 
hospital drama that star Enrico 
Colantoni says puts a new spin 
on the well-worn genre. 

The former Flashpoint lead 
plays a hospital boss and loving 
patriarch in his role as acting 
chief of staff Dr. Allen Conner, 
who oversees a white-coat crew 
including youngest daughter/ 
surgeon Dr. Melissa Conner, 
eldest daughter/intensive care 
unit nurse Sandy Conner and 
her doctor fiance, Brian Deck¬ 
er, and prodigal son/hospital 
porter Griffin Conner. 

“That’s what makes this 
show unique and fresh and 
different than other medical 
dramas,” Colantoni said in a 
recent interview alongside co- 
star Dillon Casey, who plays 
the floundering Griffin. 

“There’s a dysfunction and 
the dynamic of that family 
inside this world that I don’t 
think I’ve ever seen on TV. You 
watch Grey’s Anatomy and 
they always refer to themselves 
as, ‘We’re family,’ but this is 
actually family — with all the 
ugliness of family. It’s not all 
pretty.” 


Those conflicting duties 
play out in a myriad of ways, 
he continues, pointing to one 
early stoiyline in which Sandy, 
played by Murdoch Mysteries 
actress Sarah Allen, willingly 
defies hospital policy. 

“But she’s got her dad 
who’s going to either hold her 
accountable or not,” notes Col¬ 
antoni, also known for playing 
dad/private investigator Keith 


Mars on Veronica Mars. 

“If it was just another med¬ 
ical drama, the chief of staff 
would hold her accountable 
or maybe they’d have a love 
relationship or something 
that would complicate it. But 
we’re dealing with my daugh¬ 
ters messing up — not just 
any nurse. My son is coming 
back, my other daughter is 
messing up, these are things 


that you get in a family drama 
that you don’t otherwise get in 
a medical drama.” That’s not 
to say there isn’t the standard 
trauma-of-the-weelc. 

Allen says those juicy tales 
abound, but the patient stor¬ 
ies tend to serve a larger theme 
by mirroring the emotional or 
psychological turmoil going on 
within the family. 

“And so often the patient

cures the doctor or the nurse or 
the orderly or whoever,” Allen 
says in a separate interview 
alongside Vampire Diaries ac¬ 
tress Sara Canning, who plays 
Melissa. 

“We affect each other — 
eveiyone who enters the hospi¬ 
tal affects one another.” 

As a general surgeon, Can¬ 
ning’s character Melissa gets 
some of the bloodiest scenes, 
with the actress joking that 
she’s “sticking (her) hands in 
prosthetic livers all the time.” 

“Now I’m kind of obsessed 
with organs, I think, in a 
strange way. In a healthy, TV 
way,” chucldes Canning, add¬ 
ing she’d be interested in wit¬ 
nessing a real surgery one day. 

Pains were taken to present 
treatments accurately — Can¬ 
ning says shooting involved 
“surgical rehearsals” and 
carefully choreographed move¬ 
ments to realistically mimic 
what a real surgeon would 


reach for and do when pre¬ 
sented with a patient. 

But the scripts are not slaves 
to detail, adds Allen, whose 
mother and aunts were nurses 
and whose friend is an ICU 
nurse like Sandy. 

“You have to be fluid in 
your storytelling to make it a 
good stoiy.” Casey, who was 
on the verge of moving into a 
new place in Los Angeles when 
he was lured north by Remedy, 
says he could easily relate to 
growing up in a competitive 
family. 

The Oakville, Ont.-bred 
Nikita star says his dad was a 
urologist. As a result, Casey 
grew up familiar with a par¬ 
ticular type of medical lingo. 

“I heard the word catheter 
a lot, I’m not even joking,” 
Casey says as Colantoni cracks 
up beside him. “I knew what 
a catheter was, I knew what a 
radical prostatectomy was...” 
he adds as his TV dad groans 
upon mention of the intimate 
procedure. 

Colantoni says the nitty 
gritty of doctor duties doesn’t 
really interest him, noting he 
didn’t bother spending much 
time in hospitals to observe 
professionals at work. It’s the 
show’s writing and the char¬ 
acters that will sell the series, 
he says, and that’s what he 
focused on. 

“The things that motivate 
people — those things I was 
interested in.”

Holly Taylor gets high 
praise from co-star 
Keri Russell 


As Keri Russell sits down to 
speak with a small gathering 
of international press on the 
set of The Americans, you don’t 
have to be a spy — or even play 
one on TV — to know some¬ 
thing is up. The reporters seem 
charmed out of their boots, 
downright perky. 

Then she gets it: the press 
has just met her adorable, Can- 
adian-bom co-star, Holly Taylor. 

“Holly girl,” says Russell. 
“She’s so lovely.” 

Bom in Nova Scotia, Tay¬ 
lor plays Russell and Matthew 
Rhys’ teenage daughter Paige 
Jennings on the edgy FX spy 
drama. The series is set during 
the cooling off of the Cold War 
in the early ’80s. 

Russell remembered how 


“smart and composed” Tay¬ 
lor was in her audition. “And 
she comes in and she’s just so 
— there’s her milky skin and 
those brown, brown eyes and 
she was just so funny and com¬ 
posed. She’s wonderful.” 

Taylor, 16, seems so un- 
Hollywood in the best possible 
way. In the very last scene of 
season one she discovers the 
big secret: her parents are pos¬ 
ing as Americans but are really 
Russian spies. 

“It felt like, really, really ex¬ 
citing, but really, really scaiy, 
because that was the last thing 
that people were going to see,” 
Taylor says. 

“So it was like, I want to 
make sure that it’s good so 
that way people are like, on the 
edge of their seat.” 

Taylor says her interest in 
performing began with dance. 
At 11, she landed the role of 
ballet girl Sharon Percy in the 
Broadway production of Billy 
Elliot. 

After Billy Elliot she started 


looking into acting more. That 
led to a trip to Los Angeles, 
where she did an audition tape 
for The Americans. It was then 
back to New York to “meet the 
producers and stuff” and from 
that one audition, she booked 
the show. “So that was really 
cool!” she says. 

The series is set about 15 
years before Taylor was bom. 
There’s a poster of Rick Spring- 
field in Paige’s bedroom; All 
Taylor knows is he once did a 
song called, Jessie’s Girl.

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David Gerson hoping to take Omar far 



Oscar nomination. 
Canadian producer 
of Palestinian movie 
thinks the foreign 
language film release 
date could play a part 
come awards night 


The Canadian producer of 
the Oscar-nominated love 
story Omar says he’s hoping a 
well-timed release boosts the 
film’s chances of snagging 
the coveted best foreign-lan¬ 
guage film prize. 

Toronto-bred David Gerson 
says it’s an especially com¬ 
petitive year for the categoiy, 
heaping praise on rivals from 
Belgium, Italy, Cambodia and 
Denmark. 

Omar is the official submis¬ 
sion from Palestine, and hap¬ 
pens to hit theatres this Friday 
in the United States, and in 
Toronto and Vancouver on Feb. 
28, just before the Oscars on 
March 2. “All the other contend¬ 
ers in that categoiy — which 
were all excellent films, by the 
way, and eveiybody should see 
all of them — they’ve already 
released in the U.S.,” Gerson 
notes in a recent phone inter¬ 
view from his adopted home in 
Berlin. 

“We are releasing the film 
this Friday in about 55 screens 
in the U.S. and there will be 
the reviews and usual articles 
and so on, so people will either 
see the movie or not and we 
hope they see it and we hope 
they enjoy it.” The thriller is 
set in the occupied West Bank 


where the young Omar rou¬ 
tinely scales a towering sep¬ 
aration wall to hang out with 
childhood friends Tarek and 
Amjad, as well as visit his secret 
girlfriend Nadia, who is Tarek’s 
younger sister. 

Things turn ugly when 
Omar is arrested for his involve¬ 
ment in a deadly attack on an 
Israeli soldier, and forced to 
become an informant for an in¬ 
telligence officer bent on snag¬ 
ging bigger fish. 

Once released back onto the 
streets, Omar is suspicious of 
anyone who may have caused 
his detainment and torture, 
while his friends grow waiy of 
where Omar’s allegiances truly 
he. The political drama heads 
into the awards race already 
having won the juiy prize in 
the Un Certain Regard section 
at the Cannes film festival last 
year. 

But Gerson notes it faces stiff 
competition at the Oscars from 
lauded co-nominees including 
Belgium’s bluegrass love stoiy 
The Broken Circle Breakdown, 
Italy’s stylish The Great Beauty, 
Denmark’s unsettling drama 
The Hunt and Cambodia’s 
claymation doc The Missing 
Picture. “This movie (Omar) 
comes from such a small place, 
to make it to the big show is 
really quite a day,” says Gerson, 
who studied philosophy at the 
University of Toronto before 
taking up film at the University 
of California, Los Angeles. 

He notes that Palestine is 
not a region known for hav¬ 
ing the resources for ambi¬ 
tious filmmaking. “I think it’s a 
great example of what happens 
when people come together 
to make something work,” he 


says of the $2-million venture. 
“We’re all veiy proud of it.” 

Gerson says Omar is essen¬ 
tially a love stoiy, albeit one 
that is politically charged. 

“You can’t order a bottle 


of wine in that region with¬ 
out having to get into politics. 
Where you park your car is a 
political determination.” 

Gerson says he was drawn 
to the project by writer/director 


Hany Abu-Assad, whose 2005 
film Paradise Now earned an 
Academy Award nomination 
and won the Golden Globe 
Award in the same categoiy. 

“He’s always said this is for 
him an ‘amour fou’ — about 
the madness of love and what it 
can do to change you and make 
you do things.” 

If the film wins, Abu-Assad 
would get the statue as direc¬ 
tor, while Gerson says he’ll be 
content to revel in “the gloiy.” 

Abu-Assad expects to at¬ 
tend the bash with stars Adam 
Bakri, who plays Omar, and 
Leem Lubany, who plays Na¬ 
dia. Gerson, meanwhile, says 
he’ll be in Brazil working on 
another film titled Super Pai 
(Super Dad). He says other pro¬ 
jects in the pipeline include the 
independently financed The 
Mumbai King in India, and the 
London-set journalism feature 
The White on Red for British 
filmmaker Rowan Athale, star-

• Gerson’s opinion. As for 
Omar’s chances at Oscar 
glory, Gerson sees the 
film as an underdog. 

“The foreign Oscars is a 
very difficult game and 
we have no money,” says 
Gerson. He notes this 
year will be the first in 
which the entire member¬ 
ship of the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and 
Sciences — some 6,000 
strong — can vote on the 
winner, but it's a toss-up 
as to whether that helps 
Omar's chances. “Believe 
me, you can’t get five 
people in Hollywood to 
agree on anything, so 
getting a voting body of 
that number — I don’t 
think you're going to get 
one clear answer.”

50 Cent launched an ultra¬ 
successful, six-times platinum 
debut with Get Rich or Die 
Tiyin’ in 2003, when he burst 
on the music scene with Emi¬ 
nem as his mentor. His sopho¬ 
more album, 2005’s The Mas¬ 
sacre, was almost as successful, 
but other albums didn’t match 
his previous efforts and he ex¬ 
pressed his unhappiness with 
his label. 

50 Cent had been planning 
to release a fifth album on the 
label, but it was set with mul¬ 
tiple release dates and singles, 
and eventfully didn’t see a re¬ 
lease. 

His last album was 2009’s 
Before I Self Destruct, which 
also had several release dates.

Women’s hockey. 

Canada wins fourth 
straight Olympic title 
with comeback win 
over U.S. capped in OT 


Once again, Marie-Philip Pou¬ 
lin’s heroics put Canada on 
top of the women’s hockey po¬ 
dium at the Winter Olympics. 

Poulin’s goal at 8:10 of over¬ 
time gave Canada a 3-2 win 
over the archrival Americans 
in the gold-medal final at the 
Sochi Winter Games on Thurs¬ 
day. 

It was her second goal of 
the game after she tied the 
score with just 55 seconds left 
in regulation. 

“I don’t know what to say, 
it’s so surreal and a dream 
come true again,” she said. 

It’s a historic fourth straight 
gold medal for Canada. The 
only other women’s team to 
win more consecutive Olym¬ 
pic gold is the U.S. in women’s 
basketball with five in a row 
from 1996 to 2012. 

Poulin was a heroine of 
Canada’s gold in Vancouver 
four years ago. She scored 
twice in a 2-0 win over the 
Americans. 

“It doesn’t feel real yet but 
I’m an Olympic gold medal- 
fist,” said Canadian defence- 
man Jocelyne Larocque. 

The dramatic win came for 
a Canadian team that has faced 
adversity in recent months 
with their coach Dan Church 
resigning in December and 
Kevin Dineen taking over just 
weeks before the Sochi Games. 

The Canadians took to 
Dineen right away and he kept 
them calm Thursday. 

“He was so confident in us, 
going into overtime our coach 
just told us to be calm and play

our game,” said Poulin. “He 
totally believed in us.” 

The Canada-U.S. ri¬ 
valry is a bitter one 
with the teams 
coming to blows in 
exhibition games 
played in the lead- 
up to Sochi. Can¬ 
ada had lost four 
straight coming into 
the Olympics but won 
when the teams squared 
off in the round-robin earlier 
in the Games. 

“I’m proud of the fight that 
we put up for the whole game,” 
said American captain Meghan 



Duggan. “I’m proud to 
wear this jersey always, 
matter if win or lose. 

“It’s not the result 
we wanted,” she 
added, her voice 
breaking and tears 
starting to flow. 

Trailing 1-0 after 
two periods and 
down two goals deep 
into the third, Canada 
scored twice in the final 
3:26 of the regulation and sud¬ 
denly the gold that had been 
slipping away was within reach 
again. 

“It was a hard game,” said 


Canadian veteran Hayley Wick- 
enheiser. “We came back, we 
never quit, and we believed in 
ourselves.” 

Canada’s Brianne Jenner 
halved the deficit at 16:34 of 
the third with a shot that de¬ 
flected off of U.S. defender Ka- 
cey Bellamy’s knee and over 
goalie Jessie Vetter. 

With Shannon Szabados 
pulled from Canada’s net for 
an extra attacker, forward Kelli 
Stack’s attempted empty-net- 
ter that would have sealed the 
gold for the Americans hit the 
post.

Wearing a stars and stripes 
bandana, Kelli Stack patiently 
answered reporters’ questions 
and then walked away when 
her media duties were done.

With Canada down 2-1 and 
having pulled its goalie late in 
the Olympic women’s hockey 
final Thursday, the U.S. forward 
had a long-range shot at the 
empty Canadian net. 

It seemed destined to go 
in the gaping goal but instead 
rang off the right post with 
1:26 remaining. Marie-Philip 
Poulin scored 31 seconds later 


and Canada, thanks to another 
Poulin score, went on to win in 
overtime. 

Both sides were left to won¬ 
der what might have been in a 
thrilling showdown between 
the two heavyweights of the 
women’s game. 

At the time, “I was thinking, 
‘Oh that would have been nice 
if that went in, an inch to the 
right,”’ Stack said. 

“We were still up a goal so 
I’m like, ‘It’s not that big of a 
deal.’” 

Less than a minute later, 
the 26-year-old from Brooklyn 
Heights, Ohio, had a different

thought. 

“After they tied it up I 
thought to myself, T’ve done 
that once before in my career 
in college and it’s the worst 
feeling in the world.’”

But when the puck hit the 
post, Ward told herself “it’s 
meant to be. This is our chance, 
we have to keep going.” 

U.S. coach Katey Stone 
chalked the play up to bad luck. 

“When those things happen 
in the game of hockey you start 
to wonder if it is your night,” 
she said, the Canadian press

want to pump themselves up. 

“We don’t see ourselves as 
the underdog,” Doughty said. 
“I think both teams are really 
evenly matched.

“We’re Olympic gold med¬ 
allists,” said a jubilant Jones, 
wearing the same gold eye 
shadow she favoured in Wed¬ 
nesday’s semifinal. “It’s some¬ 
thing that you dream of for 
your entire life. It’s what eveiy 
athlete wants to do and we did 
it today. 

“And we did it in a way 
where we played so consistent 
all week. On the biggest stage 
for sport, we came out and 
played our best. And I’m so, so 
proud of us.” 

The win at the Ice Cube 
Curling Center improved Can¬ 
ada’s record at the Games to 
11-0, matching Canadian skip 
Kevin Martin’s feat of winning 
the 2010 Olympic crown with¬ 
out a loss. 

Jones, 39, has now added 
Olympic gold to the world 
championship she won in 
2008 as well as four Canadian 
titles.

King James spoils 
Westbrook's return 


NBA. Miami avenges 
loss to rivals, handing 
0KC their first home 
defeat since Jan. 5 


LeBron James scored 33 points 
before leaving in the fourth 
quarter with a bloody nose and 
the Miami Heat beat the Okla¬ 
homa City Thunder 103-81 on 
Thursday night. 

James went down with 5:50 
remaining after he was struck 
by Oklahoma City’s Serge 
Ibalca on a drive to the basket. 
James finished the dunk, but 
was bloodied and left the court 
with a towel over his face. 

Dwyane Wade had 24 
points and 10 assists and 
Chris Bosh added 24 points for 
Miami, which won its fourth 
straight and avenged an earlier 
loss to Oklahoma City. 

Kevin Durant scored 28 
points for Oklahoma City. 
Russell Westbrook, who had 
missed the previous 27 games 
after having a surgery on his 
right knee, started and scored 
16 points. 

Oklahoma City lost at home 
for the first time since Jan. 5. 

The Thunder overcame an 
early 18-point deficit on Jan. 
29 to roll past the Heat 112-95 
in Miami, and the home fans 
hoped for a regular-season 
sweep against the team that 
beat Oklahoma City in the 
2012 NBA Finals. 

The crowd erupted as 
Westbrook was introduced as 
a starter. His first minute of 
action was furious and had 
the crowd on its feet. His first 
basket was a two-handed, fast-

break dunk 37 seconds into 
the game, and he got a steal 17 
seconds later. 

The excitement quickly 
evaporated. James scored 10 
points in the first 3:11 on 5-for-5 
shooting and Miami made 13 of 
its first 14 shots to take a 28-13 
lead. James scored 16 points to 
help the Heat lead 34-17 at the 
end of the first quarter. 

The Heat extended their 
lead to 19 points in the second 
quarter before the Thunder 
rallied behind Westbrook. He 
scored nine points in the final 
1:55 of the first half, including 
a dunk in the closing seconds, 
to trim Miami’s lead to 54-47 at 
the break. 

Miami took control early in 
the third quarter. James scored 
six points during a 10-0 run 
that helped the Heat take a 
64-49 lead. The Heat extended 
their lead to 75-53 on a 3-point¬ 
er by James with just over five 
minutes left in the third quar¬ 
ter. 

Durant scored seven points 
in the final 2:46 of the quarter 
to trim Miami’s edge to 76-65 
heading into the fourth. 

But Miami reasserted itself 
in the opening minutes. Bosh 
hit a 3-pointer to bump the 
Heat’s lead back up to 19 with 
just under 10 minutes to go.
